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POLITICAL (DOMESTIC). 


Tax Shola-i- Tir, of the 7th May, revives the income-tax 
question. The writer is sorry to lear:: that the hopes held out 
last year of its coming to an end have again been unrealized, 
and that it has been entered in the budget for this year. He 
goes on to say that, unlike the people «° ngland, who, besides 
being in more opulent circumstances t!an the natives of India, 
are exempt from the payment of land-r:-senue, the tax is felt as 
a most oppressive measure by the latter. who have to pay it over 
and above the land-tax ; and impresses on Government the 
necessity of abolishing it. . 


The Riféh-i-Khaldig, of the 1st -June, in its column of 
local news, notices a case of robbery, said to have happened 
near Mouzah Nuwadah (Shahjehanpor:). A: carriage contain- 
ing the women of the family of Sheo Charan Lal, Mookhtar 
of Nawab Ameen-ood-deen Khan, which was coming from 
Jalalabad, was plundered by a party of dacoits at about 8 P.M. 
The editor remarks that this is the second time that a case of 
this kind has happened at the same place, and that, unless 
arrangements are made to ensure the safety of the road, it 
will be dangerous to travel on it at night. 


Another serious case of dacoity is said to have happened 
in Pergunnah Biswan in the Seetapore District, ig which 
gold-mohurs, hoondees, and other valuables, worth seme hun- 
dreds of rupees, were plundered Y Pasees. Inquiries are 
being made. 
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The Gwalior Gazette, of the 2nd June, learns from a 
Goojranwalla correspondent, that the contractor of octroi in 
that city practices extortions on the | people. In order to pro- 
tect them, the writer asks the authorities to give publicity to 
the terms entered into with the contractor, and the rates of the 
tax, as well as to cause a printed notice showing the same to 
be posted at different places. 


The Mdrwér Gazette, of the 3rd June, states on the autho- 
rity of the Agra Mitr, that the Government officials at Kat- 
tyawar, from the highest to the lowest, practice great oppres- 
sions on the people. They are said to. be proud, rapacious, 
and addicted to bribery. The reins of government are in the | 
hands of five Dakhnee brahmans, and two musalmans, The 
Mitr expresses its surprise at this state of things, and still 
more so to find Dakhnee refugees holding important posts of 
trust in the State, and a musalman, who has no knowledge of 
__ English, drawing Rs. 700 a month. , 


The Koh-i-Tir, of the 4th June, states on the authority 
of a correspondent of the A{na-i-Aib- Numd-i-Hind, that the bad 
characters of Loharee-mundee (Lahore), are in the habit of 
annoying and insulting the students of the University College. 
The correspondent asserts on personal evidence that recently 
when the students went to the mosque near the Loharee-gate to 
pray, they were abused by the budmashes and driven out. He 
blames the police, and remarks that, unless steps are-taken to 
keep some restraint over them, it is feared that something 
serious will happen. The attention of the Magistrate of 


Lahore, as well as the police authorities, is invited to the 
matter. 


The Lauh-i-Mafiz, of the-7th June, invites the attention 
of Government to the disorder and confusion prevailing in 
the estate of the late Rajah Goor Sahoy, situated in the Morad- 
abad District. The management of the estateis at present 
in the hands of one Laljee Singh, who is said to be a man of 
& very vicious character. As a proof of this it is stated that 
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in a recent case of theft in which nineteen bullocks have been 
stolen, he stood as one of the defend ants, though, through the 
interference of the Ranee, he escaped from the dniite 


Government is asked to take compassion on the widow 
and children of the late Rajah, and by taking the management 
of the estate into its own hands, prevent it from going to ruin, 
and at the same time provide for the education of the sons of 
the deceased. 


A corveapendiad of the Akhbir-i-Anjuman-i-Punjib, of the 
same date, in connection with the bad practice of begging, 
common in the cities and towns of India, invites particular 
attention to the habit in which beggars indulge of taking their 
children with them when they go begging. By so doing they 
foster idle habits in the minds of the children which adhere 
to them through life. If this practice is suffered to continue, 
society will in time become infected with large numbers of 
vagrants, and progress and improvement of the country will 
be ata stand-still, and the writer, therefore, thinks there is 
imperative need of attending to the abuse, and adopting 
measures for putting a stop to it. : 


The Punjabi Akhbar, of the 8th June, under the heading 
«J ullundhur,” notices the theft of Rs. 2,000 worth of stamp- 
papers from the Small Cause Court in that city. The thief 
is said to have made his way into the Court by breaking the 


glass of .a window. 


It is also reported that a party of women in Thanah Shah- 
gurh were plundered by a band of budmashes (ten in number) 


while walking on the high road. 
Small-pox is said to have made its appearance in the city. 


The same paper reports a serious case of dacoity in Mou- 
zah Bhandaree in Kattyawar. A gang of robbers, dressed in 
police costume: and armed with lathes and muskets, entered 
‘the’ village, plundered the place, and carried away property 
valued at Rs. 3,000. on gece 
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The same paper regrets to hear that the Duke of Argyll 
is about to retire from office, in consequence of the duties 
connected with it being too onerous for one man to perform; 
and remarks that, as His Grace is thoroughly experienced in 
Indian affairs, and takes great interest in the welfare of the 
Natives, it would be well if his duties were lightened by the 
appointment of as many extra assistants as may seem neces- 
sary, and if he were retained in his office. 


The Khair Khwdh-i-Panjdb, of the same date, repeats the 
complaint (often noticed in tha Selectzons) of the bad practice 
common among the milkmen and cowherds in this country of 
mixing water with milk, and feeding cattle with the dung of 
horses in order to increase the produce of milk, and the inju- 
rious effects on health caused by the milk thus adulterated or 


produced by such food, and points out the necessity of attend- 
ing to the abuse. oe 


The Urdu Akhbar, of the same date, noticing the order of 
the Government of India, ruling that silver coins which are 
fractions of a rupee, if they become deficient in weight by use, 
should be received for the full value in Government treasuries, 
unless they be otherwise defective, thinks it a pity that while 
effect will be given to the order in treasuries, money-changers 
should be allowed to continue charging a discount on a rupee 
or fractions of a rupee which are worn away by use, and again 
remarks on the impropriety of the imperial coin being subject 
to such discount within the British dominions (vide p. 175, 
paras, 3-4 of the Selections for the week ending 3rd April last). 
It is added that just as in Calcutta copper coins, though ever 
so much worn away and even cut into halves, are received by all 
persons without objection, it would be a boon to the public if 


the same practice were enforced in all places in the British 
territories. 


The Akmal-ul-Akhbér, of the 9th June, in its column of 
local news, reports that a washerman coming from Arab Seraito 
the city (Delhi) with a load of clothes, was attacked on the

road by thieves, who belaboured him with clubs and took away 
the clothes. 


\ The Hinds Marwar Gazette, of the 10th June, noticing the 

reply of Lord Northbrook to the address presented to him by 
the British Indian Association at Calcutta, and with reference 
to the intention therein expressed by His Excellency, of con- 
fining the state expenditure to the income, suggests the follow- 
ing reforms :— 


(a) The expenses of the army should be reduced by employ- 
ing more Natives, care being of course taken to make selec- 
tions from amongst such tribes as have shown themselves to 
be loyal to Government, and reducing the number of Euro- 
pean soldiers in proportion. 


(b) The expenses {incurred in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, which amount to a considerable sum, should be cur- 
tailed. 


(c) The higher offices in the public service should be con- 
ferred on able and well qualified Natives instead of being filled 
up by Europeans invited from England—an arrangement 
which involves much unnecessary cost—and for this purpose 
higher education should be placed within the reach of the 
Natives, and the sparing and illiberal policy, which has for some 
time past been in contemplation, should not be carried out. 
This plan will not only be useful in creating a large number 
of Hindoostanees competent to fill important offices under the 
Government, but in making the people more loyal to Govern- 
ment than they can be expected to be if only imperfectly 
educated— a little learning is a dangerous thing.” Half- 
education, instead of doing good, orly does harm, and it is only 
persons whose minds have been fully enlightened with English 
knowledge who will stand firm in their loyalty and fidelity to 


the English Government—a fact fully borne out by the mutiny 
of 1857. 
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The Mayo Gazette, of the same date, in noticing the con- 
ferment by the Emperor of Germany of the di gnity of the 
Order of the Crown on Dr. Leitner, M.A., Ph. D., Principal 
of the Lahore College and Registrar of the Panjab University, 
expresses its surprise to find that, while the other States of 
Europe kave been foremost in recognizing the eminent ser- 
vices rendered by the doctor to the literary world, the Em- 
peror of Austria having likewise conferred on him lately the 
dignity of the Order of the Iron-Crown of the Third Grade, 
the British Government should be backward in giving a proof 
of its appreciation of them ; and thinks that, in order to 
encourage the doctor in his efforts in the cause of learning, 
as well-as to raise him in the esteem of his compeers, Govern- 
ment should lose no time in conferring on him some suitable 
distinction. (From an exhaustive account of Dr. Leitner’s 


- services and an expression of similar views, see pp. 114-15 
of the Selections for week ending 16th March, 1871.) 


The same paper states, that the Deputy Commissioner of 
Jullundhur has given six persons the exclusive privilege of 
writing petitions of appeal. The writer objects to the arrange- 
ment on the ground that these persons will take advantage of 


the sole right vested in them to exact more than the usual 
payment from litigants. 


The Kdrnémah, of the same date, in its columns of local 
news, notices the breaking out of a fire in Mohulla Bans Mun- 
dee (Lucknow), and the destruction of large stores of straw 
for thatching, fuel-wood, &c., caused by it, the loss being 
several thousand rupees. The editor regrets that the engine 
which has been purchased. by the Municipal Committee should 
not have been made use of at the time on account of being in 
disorder, and takes this occasion to blame the committee for 
paying no attention to the comfort and convenience of the 
people. While large sums of money are spent in providing 
for the comfort of European officers, the interests of the » peers 
are neglected. 
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~~ 


In connection with the marriage abuses, the same paper 
notices a strange practice. It is stated that some talookdarg and 
zemindars, when they take part in a marriage feast, compel 
the host to pay them as much as 100 rupees each as the diet 
allowance of their servants and attendants, and in case of the lat- 
ter refusing to comply with their request, threaten to quit the 
assembly. The writer thinks it a pity that, while formerly 
rich men assisted persons by money and in other ways in cele- 
brating their marriages, they should now refuse to join a 
marriage-party without being paid. 


The Oudh Akhbar, of the 11th June, under the heading 
‘ Burhanpore, ’states that, instead of giving a contract of the 
octroi this year, the authorities have taken the collection of the 
tax into their own hands, and complains that since this change 
has been made, the rates.of the duties on many articles have 
been increased, and, with the exception of onion and garlic, all 
kinds of things, including even grass,’ fuel-wood, &c., brought 
into the bazaars for sale, as well as vegetables and fruits, have 
been subjected to a tax, which is felt very burdensome by the 
poor, in consequence of the prices of things having on its 
account risen to double what they were before. | 


An Umritsur correspondent of the Vidyd Vilds, of the 13th 
June, prefers asimilar complaint. Itis stated that, while a tax 
is levied in that city on all kinds of eatables, even vegetables not 
being exempt from it, as well as on the animals slaughtered 
for sale, the duties on things used by the rich have been 
either reduced or totally abolished, asin the case of woollen and 
silk cloths, buggies, and horses, the tax on all of which has 
now been discontinued after having been collected for a year. 


The Akhbar-i-Alam, of the same date, notices with appro- 
val Circular No. 1860, dated 27th May last, from the. Pun- 
jab Government, to all Commissioners and Deputy Commis- 
Sioners of the Province, and with reference to paragraph 3, 
in which the Lieutenant-Governor expresses his wish that all 
posts in the judicial branch should be filled up as much as 
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possible by Natives, remarks that the rule is well worthy of 
being followed by other Governments, inasmuch as it will] 
enable Native gentlemen of good families to obtain em ployment, 


The Allygurh Institute Gazette, of the 14th June, in a long 
leader, dwells on the evils produced by the fireworks used by 
the natives of India on marriage occasions, and forming one 
of the various kinds of extravagance at marriages. The article 
is a. reproduction of the one on the same subject which appear- 
ed in that paper of the 18th November, 1870 (vide p. 441 of 
the Selections for the week ending 23rd November, 1872). As 
before, Government is asked to direct its attention to the abuse, 
and, in case kind and conciliatory measures fail to check it, 


to put a stop to it authoritatively. (See also pp. 655-56 of 
the Selections for the week ending 11th November last.) 


The same paper has a communicated article on the mischief 
done by the employment of illiterate Natives, and Europeans 
ignorant of the vernacular, as Inspectors and Superintendents 
of the Police Department. It is observed that uneducated 
Natives of lower grades are promoted to Inspectorships as a 
reward for some distinguished service—a policy to which-the 
writer objects. To examine the working of the subordinate 
agency and inspect the police station registers are among the 
most important duties of Police Superintendents and Inspec- 
tors, and these cannot be properly discharged unless the officers 
possess a knowledge of the vernacular. Under the existing 
arrangements, ignorant Inspectors carry on the work’ by the 
help of mohurrirs employed by them for the purpese, who 
are bribed by the officials, whose work it falls to them to 
examine, to misrepresent facts, and conceal faults. Similarly, 
District Superintendents of Police, who do not know Urdu, 
are a tool in the hands of their serishtedars. 


In order to remove these defects, the writer suggests that a 
system of competitive examinations should be prescribed by 
Government, which Natives as well as Europeans should be 


required to pass before being nominated to the offices in 
question. 
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_ The Latvorence Gasette, of the same date, noticing the 
intention of the leading Huropean powers to increase the num- 
ber of their troops, advises the British Government not - to 
remain backward in this respect, but to enlarge the number of 
its army. oe , 


The Lawh-i-Mahftz, of the same date, repeats the sugges- 
tion madé by the Aoh-i- Nur on a former occasion (vide p. 191, 
para. 3 of the Selections for the week ending 13th January 
last), as to the desirability of unclaimed letters, newspapers, 
being restored, &c., to the senders direct from the Postmaster- 
General’s office without being detained m the post-office. Un- 
der the existing arrangements, all covers remaining unclaimed 
in any post-office for a fixed time, are returned to the posting 
office through the Postmaster-General, to be thence redeli- 
vered tothe senders. By such process, unclaimed newspapers, 
&c., are restored to the senders after a long interval, during 
which time they continue sending fresh covers to the same 
address and thus suffer loss. The attention of the Postmaster- 
General is invited to this. | 

The Koh-i-Nér, of the 15th June, classifies the several 
sects among the Khattrees of the Punjab, and takes promi- 
nent notice of the vicious practice among the higher of these 
sects of receiving large sums of money from the sects below 
them in grade before agreeing to accept their daughters in — 
marriage and treating their wives cruelly, there being no 
difficulty in getting new ones in their stead together with 
hberal offers of money. 


The Almorah Akhbdr, of the same date, publishes the pro- 
ceedings of a meeting of the Nynee Tal Institute held on the 
8rd June. The subject discussed was that, while under Act 
X. of 1862, the plaintiff was held entitled to receive back 
half the value of the stamp fee, in case of the parties coming 
to a compromise, the New Act (Act VII. of 187 0) deprives 
him of the privilege, it being only in case of an application 
for a review of judgment fixed that he is now authorized 
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to‘receive back a’part of the fee‘paid on'the application. - In 

consequence of this, the:purchaser ‘of the stamp has to’ suffer 
much‘loss: Suppose, for: instance, A. puchases a stamp in 
order to lodge'a plaint against B., but before the petition is 
laid before the Court, B. satisfies A.’s claim so that the stamp 
becomes useless ; A. cannot get back the value. 


After the discussion was ended, it was resolved that the 
question should be referred to the Commissioner of Stamps. 


POLITICAL (FOREIGN). 


The Shola-i-Tiir, of the 7th May, again draws the atten- 
tion of the Gwalior Government to the necessity of repairing 
the portion of the road’ from Ktawah to the Chumbul lying 
in‘ the: Gwalior territory (vide pp. 219-20 of the Selections for 
the week endmg 4th May last). By so doing not’ only will 
the trouble and inconvenience now suffered by travellers be 
removed, but the road will be more largely frequented by 
merchants, and, consequently, the revenue of the state from 
the duties levied on commodities passing on it will be 
increased. In the time of the late famine’ the transportation 
of grain on the road.was so extensive that the income realized 
from the taxes amounted to a considerable sum; but now all - 
communication on the road has been stopped. People from 
Etawah who wish to go to Gwalior prefer travelling by a cir- 
cuitous road vid Agra, while the trade of sugar between Data- 
gunjeand Bhind has heen very limited this year compared with 

the preceding ones. This is due as much to the disgraceful 
state of the Gwalior road as to the depredations carried on 
by Thakoor Zahir Singh, Soobah of Bhind, who has rebelled 
against the State, and who is said to be not only in the habit 


of plundering travellers, but in some cases mutilating their 
faces. . 


The Maharaja is asked to attend to the grievances and 
take steps for removing them. 


The Vidyd Vilds, of the 7th June, in its column. of — 
news, states that though all kinds of - preventive. measures,: 
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secular as well as religious, have. been adopted by the: Maha- 
raja of Cashmere and Jummoo at a considerable .cost to the 
State, in order.to remove cholera from the territory—numerous 
brahmans -and, moollahs having been appointed to offer up 
prayers in temples and mosques, according to. the forms of 
devotion prescribed in their religion, a large staff of doctors 
and physicians having been nominated to attend patients, and 
conservancy measures being closely studied—the disease is 
still prevalent, and some persons daily fall victims to it. In 
consequence of ,this public calamity, all the courts, offices, and 
workshops have been closed for twenty-two days. 


The Panjabi Akhbdr, of the 8th June, again raises its voice 
in the cause of the ex-Jam of Lus Beyla, now in the custody 
of the English Government. The writer has been informed 
that the Jam is very popular among his subjects, who prefer 
living under his rule, and for this reason thinks it proper that 
Government should reinstate him in the possession of his 
principality on the condition that no disturbances should in 
future take place in his territory, and, in case of the report of 
his popularity with his people being true, exact recognizances 
from the leading persons among the nobility of the state bind- 
ing them to preserve peace. 


The Mérwdér Gazette, of the 10th June, in noticing the 
demise of the Maharaja of Bikanere, takes notice of a peculiar 
incident. It has come to the editor’s knowledge that in con- 

sequence of the melancholy event, all marriages which were 
to take place in the state at the time were stopped by order 
of the Government, and the bridegrooms who had come from 
distant places with marriage processions, had to return un- 
married. He takes exception to this proceeding, and remarks 
that, though on such mournful occasions, it is usual to stop 
noisy displays, it is strange that the people should not be per- 
mitted to solemnize marriages. 


The Agra Akhbar, of the same date, under the heading 
“ Gwalior,” notices -the plundering by : dacoita at 4 P.M., on

the 28rd May, of two persons near the peretaeee at Monzah 


Doongurpoora. 

A correspondent of the Dabdaba~i-Sikandart, of the same 
date, writing from Qdeypore, states that some ill-designing 
-persons—such-as Porohit Sham Nath, Mahta Gopal Das, and 
Gopal Brahman, the first two of whom were expelled from 
the state in the time of the late Maharana Suroop Singh, in 
consequence of the wicked practices in which they indulged, 
but have been permitted by the reigning Maharana to return 
to Odeypore—who have much influence in the councils of the 
maharaja, are the cause of oppressing the chiefs and officers 
of the state by inducing the maharana to exact heavy fines 
from them from time to time for no fault. As a recent ins- 
tance, itis mentioned that on His Highness’ return from 
Ajmere, where he had been, in order to be present at the dur- 
bar held by Lord Mayo, Mahta Gopal Das persuaded him to 
recover the expenses incurred by him in the journey by im- 
posing fines. In accordance with this suggestion, it was pro- 
‘posed to collect five lakhs of rupees from three officials, viz., 
two lakhs each from Kotharee Kesree Singh, Kamdar, and 
Odey Ram Tej Ram, Pasban of the state, and one lakh from 
Mithasa Lal Moorlee Dhur, and a large amount of money 
from others. Part of this money has sheen been collected. 


The correspondent observes that the officials who are made 
to pay such large sums of money in fines, of course collect 
them by unfair means, and concludes by expressing his sur- 
prise that the Political Agent should take no notice of such 
practices, and the persons who are the authors of them. 


A Barodah correspandent, of the same paper, reports the 
breaking out of fire in that city on the night of the 17th May, 
which burnt about fifty or sixty houses. Many persons-have 
been ruined by this calamity, and compelled to quit the state. 


The correspondent regrets that the mah ara) a should have 
failed to relieve the sufferers in their distress, and takes this 


eccasion to remark generally on the tyranny and oppression 
which are said to have been the lot of the people of Barodah 
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‘since the-succession of Maharajah Mulhar Rao to the throne, 
and which have forced some of them to quit the state and settle 
in other places. 


It is noted, that in consequence of the negligence of its 
managers, the administration of the state has- fallen into dis- 
order, and: the subordinate officers of the state have found 
opportunities ‘of ‘practising oppressions on the people. One 
chief has gone so far as to have usurped several pergunnahs, 
and forced the ryots to yield submission to him. The corres- 
pondent concludes by saying that if this state of things conti- 
niues, there is no knowing to what condition Barodah will be 
reduced. - 

The Oudh Akhbér, of the 11th June, is surprised to learn 
that the Begum of Bhopal has been gazetted as a Knight Com- 
mander of the Star of India. The editor considers it odd that a 
distinction exclusively intended for, and suitable to, persons of 
the male sex, should have been conferred ona woman. Heis 
of opinion that only such titles should be conferred on females 
as may be appropriate for them, and remarks that, it was for 
this reason that several women of note, who have of late dis- 
tinguished themselves in any way, and among others, Ranee 
Surareema of Calcutta, have been invested with the title of 
maharanee or the like, in preference to the distinction of the 
Star. He concludes by saying that the higher officers of the 
state ought to have considered the reflections here made. 


The same paper discusses the question of the right of suc- 
cession to the throne of Bikanere, which the death of the 
maharaja has left vacant. The maharaja has left no issue 
except a minor of seven years old by a female slave. The 
question arises whether this son can lawfully succeed to the 
musnud. The editor decides it by stating’ that, as there bave 
been instances in which the offspring thus begotten has suc- 
ceeded to the throne, there can be no reason why, with the 
precedents before it, Government should net ad) udge him to be 
the lawful heir to the iene: oii

Then, again, since adopted sons, who are ofa different 
parentage altogether, are allowed by the law to succeed to the 
throne of chiefs, can it be just that the maharaja’s own off- 
spring should be debarred from the privilege? 


On these grounds, the editor thinks that Government 
should attend to the education of the heir in question during 


‘his minority, and, on his becoming of age, should place him on 
the musnud. 


The Lawrence Gazette, of the 14th June, refers to the con- 
fusion prevailing at the Sindh frontier, and the plundering of 
six caravans from Peshawur on the Dadur Road by 3,000 
persons of the Murree tribe. The editor thinks it useless to 
expect that the Khan of Khelat will be able to set things to 
‘rights, and points out the need of despatching two regiments 
of Sindh horse in that direction to restore tranquillity. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The Hindi Mdrwdr Gazette, of the 10th June, notices the 
‘measures adopted by the Government of Marwar for the spread 
of education among its subjects. Besides the sudder school 
at the capital, a school has been opened in each pergunnah for 
the benefit of its inhabitants. The teachers get their monthly 
pay from the pergunnah courts, and the general supervision 
.of the schools has been entrusted to the superintendent of the 
sudder school. The total number of schools in the pergun- 


nahs is 22, and the attendance at 13 of them 777. The lists 
for the remaining 9 schools are yet due. 


The Agra ‘Akhbdr, of the same date, notices the -establish- 
‘ment, on the 15th May last, of an anglo-vernacular school <in 
‘the sudder bazaar at Seepree (Central Provinces) under the 
‘auspices of the Anjuman at that place. “The number of pupils 
‘on the rolls is 30. The school is intended to supply the 
‘place.of the one which formerly existed at Seepree, but was 


‘lately.closed. A hope is expressed that Government will sanc- 
tion a grant-in-aid for the school,

The Lawrence Gazette, of the 14th June, while acknow-
